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U.S. airlift to Thailand 
will begin on Saturday 


BANGKOK (Reuter). — The U.S. 
will begin an emergency airlift of 
arms and ammunition Into 
^Thailand on Saturday, a U.S. Em* 
fasay spokesman said yesterday. 

\ He said the first aircraft in the 
airlift, ordered by President Jim- 
)ny Carter on Tuesday, would be 
carrying 13 tons of supplies. 

. The airlift was. ordered in 
response to Thai pleas following a 
.Vietnamese-led Incursion into 
eastern Thailand last week. 

No further details of the first 
cargo were available; but a second 
aircraft, due on Sunday, will be 
.Carrying six of the 18 105-mm. 
howitzers due to be airlifted, the 
spokesman said. 

■ A total of $3.5ra. worth of 
supplies, already earmarked for 
[Thailand, will be delivered by alx.or 
seven flights. 

I M-16 automatic' and recoilless 
rifles and ammunition which- the 
Thai government has already paid 
for will be Included in the airlift. 
The U.S. government wfil.bear the 
Cost of the air operation In a 
demonstration of support for 
Thailand, the Pentagon had said. 


Thailand has been pressing for 
delivery of the supplies tor some 
months, particularly 39 improved 
M-48 tanks which the spokesman 
said would probably be shipped 
here by September. 

At the border. Vietnamese-led- 
troops were reported yesterday to 
be laying mines inside Kampuchea 
along large stretches of the fron- 
tier. 

The military spokesman said it 
appeared that the mine fields were 
designed to protect the Vietnamese- 
led troops from attack by guerrillas 
loyal- to the Khmer Rouge govern- 
ment they ousted early last year. 

In Washington. President Carter 
yesterday ordered men between the 
ages of 18 and 20 to register for 
possible military conscription, say- 
ing the move was a precautionary 
measure following Soviet interven- 
tion In Afghanistan. 

About four million men are re- 
quired to register at their local post 
offices between next July 21 and 
January 5, 1881, depending on their 
year of birth. Others will have to 
register shortly after their 18th 
birthday.

Begin, in stable condition, 
spends the day resting

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
spent yesterday resting and 
refrained from work, a Hadassah 
University Hospital spokesman 
said yesterday. 

Begin, admitted to the hospltal ln 
Bin Kerem on Monday afternoon 
after suffering & mild heart attack, 
was described yesterday as "in a 
stable condition" and was said to be 
suffering no pain. . 

He was visited by his wife Alisa 
and by members of his bureau, in- 
cluding Yehiel Kadishal. He read 
newspapers and was kept up to date 
by -written reports. 

Among Begln's wellwishers 
yesterday was Egypt’s President 
An war Sadat, who telephoned to the 
prime minister's bureau on .the 
"hot line" and spoke to Acting 
Premier Ylgael Yadln. Sadat wish- 
ed Begin a speedy recovery on 
behalf of himself .awLhia wife 
Jehan. 

He asked whsfijftr fab ctwiBkphpae 
to Hadassah Hospital and. 'speak to 
the premier personally, and was 
told this would only be possible In a 
few days. 

Tadin asked Sadat when he 
planned to visit Israel, and Sadat 
replied. "IiuhdUah, soon." Be said 
he hoped the autonomy talks in 
Washington would go off well. 

Begin received no visitors yester- 
day other than his close aides and 


his family. Aides explained that 
there had been so many requests to 
visit him that It had been decided to 
receive no visitors at all for the 
time being. 

Get-well cables flowed in from 
around the world. -Among the 
senders: U.S. Vice-President 
Walter Mondale, Senators Patrick 
Moynlhan and Henry Jackson, 
former Supreme Court Justice 
Arthur Goldberg, and many Jewish 
leaders. ■ 

Meanwhile, Alignment Knesset 
faction chairman Moahe Shahal 
wrote the attorney-general yester- 
day suggesting that the appoint- 
ment of Deputy Premier Ylgael 
Yadln as acting prime minister by 
means of a "telephone vote" could 
have been illegal, thus rendering 
Yadin’s actions illegal as well. 

Had 'a cabinet session been held 
to decide who must replace Begin 
while he is ill, Shahal wrote Prof. 
^Titzhak Zamir, other names might 
have been put forward, hot only 
Yadin's. But as a result of the 
"telephone vote” no stenographic 
record was kept of the crucial deci- 
sion. he wrote. 

By law, any minister can be ap- 
pointed to replace the prime 
minister on an acting basis, not 
necessarily his deputy, Shahal 
noted. He asked the attorney- 
general to give his legal opinion on 
the problem.

Israel has received the first four 
of the 75 P-16 fighter aircraft it has 
on order from the U.S. The planes, 
three two-seater versions and one 
single-seat aircraft, flew over an 
airbase in northern Israel at 4.43 
p.m. yesterday, exactly on time 
after having left the U.S. just over 
11 hours earlier. 

The aircraft’s arrival was 
witnessed by a large invited 
audience and by Acting Premier 
and Defence Minister Ylgael 
Yadln. Chief of Staff Rafael Eaten, 
and the OC Air Force, Aluf David 
Ivri. Also on hand were U senior 
staff members of General 
Dynamics, manufacturer of the F- 
16. 


The four aircraft were flown to 
Israel in a marathon 11-hour flight 
by four American pilots, all from 
Hill Air Force Base In Utah where 
they had trained Israeli personnel 
on the aircraft. En route to Israel 
the planes were refuelled In the air 
three times — over the Atlantic, the 
Azores and the Mediterranean. 

U.S. Ambassador Samuel Lewis, 
who was at the ceremony yester- 
day, said that he hoped the 
significance of the flight was not 
lost. He said the delivery of the 
planes demonstrated "the power 
the U.S. can project for its friends 
and in the cause of peace anywhere 
on the globe." 

Yesterday's ceremony was also 
attended by former defence 
minister Ezer Welrman, who sat in 


the bleachers with the rest of the 
crowd, greeting old Air Force 
friends and denying that he Intend- 
ed to re-enter politics. Welrman 'a 
contribution to the process which 
eventually culminated in yester- 
day’s ceremony waa mentioned by . 
Yadln, Lewis and IvrL 
The four aircraft were escorted 
Into the base by a lone Phantom 
which looked massive In com- 
parison to the sleek new American 
addifinn to the Taraal Air Force. 
They landed in perfect formation, a 
feat commented an as "extraor- 
dinary” considering the long apd 
arduous flight which had proceeded 
the formation flying.

U.S., Israel differ on oil commitment 


Jerusalem Post Stall 

The talks between Israel and the 
U.S. on the Implementation of the 
American undertaking to supply 
Israel with oil In case at emergency 
ended yesterday without recon- 
ciling the positions of the two 
governments. 

The U.S. delegation, headed by 
Energy Undersecretary Dean Hin- 
ton, maintained that the American 
conimttment to supply with 

oil in an emergency meant a 
physical inability to obtain supplies 
and was not intended to help Israel 
buy oil at lower prices. 

The Israeli delegation, headed by 
Energy Minister Yltzhgk Moda’i, 
held that since Israel was forced to 
rely on spot purchases for a third of 


its total requirements, this con- 
stituted an emergency. 

A joint statement released by the 
two governments said that the two 
parties had explained their, 
positions In the talks and that some 
progress had been made for 
specifying the circumstances in. 
which the U.S. would be committed 
to supply Israel with oil. 

Although there has been no sub- 
stantive progress in the 
negotiations, the two sides agreed 
to renew the talks "In the very near 
future." Sources in the Energy 
Ministry said that the talks, which 
began several months . ago when 
Moda’l raised the issue of im- 
plementing the U.S. commitment in 
Washington, may go on for quite 
some time. '• ' -•*

He said the bank will 
charge for the cheques or the 
fling of the account, hoping 
ntually to reap the profits of the

Kaufman added that the bank 
will honour all cheques written by 
the teenagers, and in case of over- 
drafts will call in the young client 
for an "education" in the facts of 
bank. life in Israel. If the overdraft 
is covered quickly, he said, a 
charge will be made only for the 
credit the bank has extended. 
Otherwise, he said, the account will 
be cancelled.

TEL AVIV. — Oron Yarden waa 
kidnapped by chance 'and not as the 
result of special planning, a senior 
police source told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday. The source said 
that the suspected kidnapper told 
his interrogators that he arrived in 
Savyon on Sunday evening, June 8, 
and immediately encountered Oron 
at the entry to the shopping centre. 
He allegedly kidnapped him 
because Oron was the first child he 
met. 

According to the source, the 
suspect asked Oron his name and 
bis parents' names, and thus 
succeeded later in contacting the 
Yarden family — and in misleading 
the police over whether he had had 
previous contact with the family. ■ 
The source said the suspect 
yesterday made a full confession 
linking him to the kidnapping which 
ended in Oron Yarden'a death. But 
he is sticking to his story that he did 
not intend to kill the boy, the source 
added. 

The police source said Inspector' 
General Herzl Shafir was not aware 
of these ' facts when he appeared 
last night on the "Moked" televt- 
I sion programme. "We obtained hill 
confirmation of the mining details 
only in the last couple of hours, and 
we didn’t have time to bring the 
inspector-general up to* date before 
he appeared on television," the 
source said. 

The source also said he was 
"very satisfied’.’ with Shafir ’a back- 
ing of the Tel Aviv police district’s 
handling of the case: "I never 
doubted that the Inspector-general 
would support us in our darkest 
hour, when certain circles both In- - 
* side and outside the police tried to 
put us on the spot,” he said. 

Rav-Nitzav Shafir said on 
"Moked" last night that the police 
lacked certain of the necessary 
means In its attempts to solve the 
case, though we had never thought 


there were shortcomings in its 
handling. 

He confirmed reports , in the 
media that he was ill on the day the. 
' ransom was paid. That was why, he 
said, he had not been on the site 
when the money was dropped off. 
But "permission far the drop and 
its operational guidelines were 
issued with my full knowledge," he 
said. 

Shafir added it was impossible to 
use tracker dogs or assault dogs 
that night for technical reasons. 
Tracker dogs have to roach the site 
of action and adjust to its particular 
conditions. Assault dogs could not 
be used because tbe police did not 
know who would turn up to take the 
ransom. Tbe kidnapper might have 
sent an innocent child, and the out- 
come could have been tragic, Shafir 
said. 

In reply to a question whether It 
might not have been possible to 
save Oron’s life through more 
careful handling of the case' by 
police, Shafir responded with a 
decisive negative. The in- 
vestigators were motivated by con- 
tinuous anxiety, for the hoy’s' fate 
and took every precaution not to en- 
dager his life. 

The inspector-general revealed 
that the Yarden family was given 
guidance in conducting 
negotiations with the kidnapper by 
the police. He would not give more 
details because this would reveal 
police operational procedures. 

Shafir repeated that the child 
died, according to Information in 
the hands of the police, between six 
and eight, hours before the kid- 
napper received the money, "We 
had various theories about the kid- 
napper and the way he was func- 
tioning. We were as cautious os- 
possible. We' had no previous ex- 
perience in -.solving kidnappings, 
and it is a pity that a matter that 
ended so tragically had to be our

Israeli sources said after Carter’s 
meeting yesterday with Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg and Kama! 
Hass&n Ali, the respe cti v e heads of 
the Israel and" Egyptian 
delegations, that final, discussions 
are centring now on the actual 
language to be Included In today’s 
expected joint statement. But they 
stressed that agreement in princi- 
ple to revive the suspended talks 
appears to have been reached, after 
several hours of Intimate discus- 
sion with U.S. special Middle East 
envoy Sot Linowitz. . 

; Carter yesterday strongly urg- 
ed both Israel and Egypt to show 
more flexibility in the stalled 
Palestinian autonomy negotiations. 

But U.S., Israeli and Egyptian 
sources also agreed that the major 
differences separating Israel and 
Egypt remained unresolved, with 
little immediate prospect of bridg- 
ing the gaps. . 

At the White House, Carter un- 
derscored the Importance of the 
autonomy negotiations by pledging 
that he will .do whatever possible to 
ensure their success. The Israeli '• 
delegation Is pressing fix- a formal 
schedule for the revived 
negotiations, which are expected to 
rotate between Cairo and Herzliya 
between now and Roah Haahana in 
early September. Burg, according 
to Israeli sources, stressed during 
his more than three hours of 
trilateral meetings yesterday with 
All and Linowitz that the com- 
munique should hls8‘-$dtaii*-a 
procedural framework for the 
negotiations.' 

Before the sesaion'witb Carter in 
the Cabinet Room of the White 
House. All met for 10 minutes 
privately with the president, 
presumably to deliver an oral 
message from Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat. No details were im- 
mediately available. 

Similarly, Burg met alone with 
Carter for 10 minutes after the 
larger three-way meeting; which, 
lasted for only 15 minutes. 

Also participating In the White 
House session were Vice-President 
Walter Mondale, Secretary of State 
Edmund Huakle, Deputy Secretary 
Warren Christopher, Linowitz and 
other senior officials. 

This morning, Liqbwltz has 
scheduled another three-way ses- 
sion with Burg and All at the 
Madison Hotel. Sources were exr 
peering today's session to wind up 
with a three-way press' conference 
where an announcement reviving 
the negotiations could be issued. 

As part of an intensified U.S. ef- 
fort to narrow tbe differences. 
Linowitz and Ms staff are preparing 
— but have not yet officially sub- 
mitted — - a <haft “working paper" on 
several sensitive points. The U.S. 
hope is that Burg and All might 
budge from earlier positions during 
the course of the revived talks later 
this month. 

In public statements so far, both 
Burg and Ali are. taking tough 
positions,' insisting the other side 
must make concessions.

Dulzin wants Agency-gov’t separation of powers

Jewish Agency chairman Arye 
Dulzin has proposed a complete 
separation of powers between the 
government and the agency over 
Project Renewal as the way to 
overcome the bureaucratic 
obstacles holding up' the 
programme. 

In an exclusive interview yester- 
day, he suggested two alternative 
methods of achieving this 
separation: 

• Either "the agency is allocated 
say 50 of the (180) target 
neighbourhoods, and we are 
responsible for everything in those 

neighbourhoods — building, 
schools, welfare, community cen- 
tres, the lot" — or 
a "the government is responsible 
solely for the building work In all of 


the neighbourhoods — leaving the 
agency to take care of everything 
else." 

If the first alternative is adopted, 
Dulzin said, "I personally under- 
take and pledge that in six to eight 
years we at the agency will have 
succeeded in the neighbourhoods 
for which we are responsible.'* He 
said his -confidence was based on 
the agency's record over the past 
six years in transforming, through 
Its Amigur subsidiary, slum ares* 
in several towns Into pleasant com- 
munities. t. 

Dulzin said the proposal was 1 his 
own Idea at present But, knowing 
his colleagues on the agency and 
the United Israel. Appeal as he did, 
he said he -was sure they would 
enthusiastically approve It. 

Tbe proposal, however, was Im- 
mediate! j rejected by Acting 


premier Ylgael . Yadln, the 
government’s Project Renewal 
supremo. ”1 would n« agree under 
any drettm stances/' Yadin told 
The Jerusalem Post tiyongh an 
aide. The present agreement, 
stipulating close cooperation 
between the Jewish Agency and the 
various government ministries, is 
"the best possible” though It could 
perhaps benefit from minor 
modifications, be sold. 

Yadin's aide expressed irritation 
that Dulzin had seen fit to publish 
Ms idea rather than discuss it first 
privately with Yadln. 

Dulzin spoke to The Post against 
.& backdrop of mounting unrest' 
: among overseas- Jewish com- 
muni ties over tbe slow progress of 
Project Renewal. He complained 
that the delays and difficulties tend- 
ed to be highlighted, rather than the 


serious work Chat had already been 
started. 

But he conceded that the start 
had been painfully slow. For a 
whole year after Premier 
Menahem Begin, initially floated 
the ideaj Dulzin recalled, he and 
others had had to pferouade Jewish 
leaders abroad to endorse and sup- 
port it American UJA’s initial 
reaction, in the autumn of 1977. had 
been totally negative, he said:

TEL AVIV. — Former defence 
minister Ezer Welzman has 
categorically denied sending any 
signals to Liberal MKs about his 
readiness to return to the govern- 
ment. At the same time, sources 
close to the prime minister were 
quick to nip any talk of a possible 
Welzman comeback in the wake of 
Menahem Begln’s Illness. 

MK Menahem Savidor yesterday 
said that Welzman is prepared to 
resume responsibility for the 
defence portfolio, should '& formal 
request come from the prime 
minister and the Likud. Savidor 
said Welzman should be asked 
because it is “improper to have 
Tlgael Yadln fill In for Begin both 
as premier and defence minister, 
when be heads a SDlinter of a party 
of four MKs only." 

Another pro-Weizman move was 
made yesterday by his sole sup- 
•porter in the Herat Executive, 
Ashdod deputy mayor Yosef 
Avit&n. Avltan urged that the party 
Central Committee back because to 
bring Welzman back because Begin 
may not resume his fun duties for 
two months. 

However, Begin’s aides . yester- - 
‘ day-quashed such suggestions. Any 
Welzman return, much . less 1 , an 
appeal to him from Begin, is entire- 
ly out of the question, they said; es- 
pecially In view of the un- 
precedented acrimony which sur- 
rounded Welzman ’s. resignation 
and which some say may be partial- 
ly connected with the tension that 
put Begin in the hospital. 

The last thing Begin wants at this 
point would be- to have it appear 
that he must summon Welzman 
back and that he cannot cope 
without him. Tbe speed with which 
he 1 strove to implement his now 
abortive cabinet ^e-shuffle was to 
demonstrate how dispensable Wein- 
man was to him. 

The sources also. said that since 
Begin holds both the portfolios of 
premier and defence minister, 
legally, one man would have to 
replace him. The two posts cannot 
be split at this point, because con- 
stitutionally that would be like ap- 
pointing a new minister. 

Welzman himself yesterday 
denied forcefullylhat he had any in- 


tention of signalling, a desire to 
return to the fold-under Begin. He 
said he spoke about the matter with 
Savidor only, and Insists that dur- 
ing their telephone conversation he 
clearly explained that he does not 
entertain any notions of a com- 
eback at this juncture. Welzman. 
added that no one else from the 
liberal Party or any other Likud 
faction had been In contact with 
him. ; 

Likud sources claim that the pro- 
Welzman voices In the Liberal Par- 
ly and Herat are not new, the same 
people having rooted for Welzman 
on previous occasions, but that they 
are a negligible minority. In the 
Literals, the pro-Weizman element 
. Is concentrated among the big 
losers of the recent convention, who 
Were defeated by the coalition led 
by Energy Minister Yitzhak Mods’! 
and Deputy Prime Minister Simha 
Ehrlich. 

Senior Liberal sources said last 
night that they "do not take the 
whole thing seriously, and that it 
may be wishful thinking by some 
■ members. A Welzman return Is not 
-a practical or viable alternative." 

They added that neither do they 
believe that Welzman Is about to set 
up his own centre party. "He is not 
the sort of man to engage in tbe 
nitty-gritty job of party building. 
He will stay home, make a few -con- 
troversial statements and wait for 
Begin to disappear. Then he will 
resume activity In thei Likud. This 
is why he hadn’t severed Ms formal 
membership In Herat/' they said. 

Herat central committee chair- 
man Avraham Scbechterman said 
he would not summon the . com- 
mittee as Avltan requested. "This 
was nothing but an attempt to make 
personal political capital out of the 
situation," he said.

The Liberals speak bitterly of the 
-over-representation of Yadin's 
Democratic Movement and of the 
fact that he is largely to- blame for 
the failure of the Begin re-shuffle 
plan, which would have compen- 
sated the Liberals for being depriv- 
ed of key cabinet posts. It was 
Yadln who had most adamantly 
vetoed the Moda'i appointment to 
the foreign ministry.

WASHINGTON. — Two former 
chairmen of the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations, Rabbi Alex- 
ander Schindler and Theodore 
Mann, yeaterday ' repudiated the 
* public statements made at a Tues- 
day press conference in Jerusalem 
by Prof. Leonard Fein when an- 
nouncing a letter critical of Israeli 
government policies on the West 
Bank. 

Schindler and Mann both — sur- 
prisingly — had signed the letter. 
But In their joint statement they 
dissociated themselves from Fein’s 
persona] attack on Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin. 

While they stopped short of 
repudiating their signature cm the 
letter, sources close to both men in- 
.cheated that they were havir.g some 
second thoughts about having sign- 
ed it because of the press con- 
ference remarks made by Fein, 


. "We are deeply disturbed by the 
abusive comments of Leonard Fein 
in making public the statement to 
which we gave our names, and we 
dissociate ourselves completely 
from his charges," Schindler and 
Mann said. 

“Prime Minister Begin Is a world 
statesman of the highest integrity, 
a peacemaker whose name will be 
revered throughout the history of 
the Jewish people," they continued. 

“In most matters, we are In full 
agreement and sympathize with 
Mr. Be gin’s policies; In some we 
differ from him. But the Insults to 
the prime minister expressed by 
Mr. Fein are utterly Inexcusable. 
We signed a call to conscience, not . 
a political polemic. 

"It was an expression against ex- 
tremism and violence from 
whatever source. We do not regard 
Prime Minister Begin or his 
policies as ‘extremist’ or a 
'disaster, 1 and we deeply resent the 
effort by Mr. Fein to associate us 
with such views." 


FIRST FOUR F-16s 


Appeal thrown out in rape conviction 


The Supreme Court has rejected 
the appeal of two men convicted of 
raping or sexually assaulting two 
British tourists In Neviot. 

Avshalom Tzur bad been sentenc- 
ed to seven years In jail and Yosef 
Amoyal to four years for raping one 
young woman and molesting 
another. Tbe two men picked up the 
pair of hitchhiking tourists In Eilat 
and began pawing* them in the ear 
on the way to Dah&b. Despite the 
women’s -repeated re q ues t s to stop 
the car, the men continued to 
Nuelba, where they pulled off the 
road and raped one erf the tourists. 
The tw^ women were saved from 
further violence when a group of 
students in a passing bin saw one of 
the women running toward the road 


and came to their rescue. 

In district court, the two men 
protested their innocence and 
testified that the women had in- 
itiated the sexual contact during “a 
quiet, relaxed trip." The judges, 
however, said they were Impressed 
by the appearance and accurate 
testimony of the two British 
women. In addition to the prison 
sentences, they suspended the 
rapists’ drivers licences for three 
years. 

Supreme Court Judges Yitzhak 
Kahan, Mefr Sham gar and David 
Bechor on Monday denied the 
appeal against the convictions and 
sentences, saying the court had to 
stem the wave of violence against 
women.

The F-16 Is one of the most 
sophisticated and versatile aircraft 
on the market today. Israel had 
wanted to make some basic 
changes to the Internal electronic 
and avionics packages before 
delivery. But this was dropped 
after the U.S. offered to update 
delivery of the aircraft after the fall 
of the shah of Iran. 

It is powered by a slightly 
modified version of the FWW0, two 
of which power the F-16. The plane 
has an extremely tight manoeuvr- 
ing radius, pulling up to nine Gs, 
this being facilitated by the 30 
degree angle of the pilot’s seat. 

Its current radar capability, 
however, is considered unsatisfac- 
tory. General Dynamics is 
reportedly working on a derivative 
-pf the ' models Israel received 
yesterday which would allow tor a 
larger radar dish.

Despite pessimistic reports in the 
media, Project Renewal is "alive 
•and well," according to Gerald 
Hoffberger, chairman of the pro- 
ject's international committee. 

Hoffberger said yesterday that 
the project would serve as a major 
link between the next generation of 
Israeli and American Jews. “We 
have a real opportunity to do ser- 
vice to tbe collective Jewish people 
as well as to the people here," he 
said. 

One of the major reasons for 
delay to the programme's Im- 
plementation, said Hoffberger, was 
■the involvement of the residents in 
the neighbourhoods slated for 
renewal in the planning process. He 
described Involvement as a 
positive element, but one that 
necessarily takes time to work out. 

Project Renewal, a plan to 


. renovate slum neighbourhoods 
.through joint Israeli-Diaspora ac- 
tion, has recently come undec 
criticism for a variety of problems 
ranging from delays to implemen- 
tation to lack of local interest. 

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy KoQek 
on Friday told a group of visiting 
Americans that the 'programme 
was suffering from problems caus- 
ed by government bureaucracy 
combined with exaggerated /expec- 
tations by neighbourhood residents 
of what the project can achieve. 
Kollek later attempted to tone down 
his remarks when they raised a 
storm of criticism by American 
Jews involved to the project.

approach to the project must he

“So it is only a half a year ago or 
so since we actually got started," 
Dulzin summed up. “And we have 
indeed started, and much promis- 
ing work, has been done." 

, He readily acknowledged that 
there was bureaucracy, both in the 
government, and to the Jewish 
Agency. The “cooperation” 
between government and agency 
meant, he said, "not that there is 
twice as much bureaucracy — but 
that there is ten times as much.” 

He insisted Ms proposal for a 
separation between the two bodies 
would solve the problem — at. least 
as far as the agency was concerned. 
"I know how to cut through my 
bureaucracy.

BGlfs policy against Arabs, leftists criticized

Forty-seven Arab and left-wing 
Jewish students have been or are 
about to be punished for par*, 
tlclpatlng in political 
demonstrations at Sen-Gnrioa 
University -of the Negev in 
Beersheba. ft waa charged yester- 
day. 

Speaking at a press conference In 
Jerusalem's Belt Agron, Shahdi Dm 
Berra, a leader of SOU’S Arab 
students committee who was 
■ suspended from studies in May for 
one year, arid that U students have 
already been suspended for periods 
of one or two years by a university 
disciplinary board. 

He warned that "about one- 
quarter of Uw university’s 220 Arab 
students wfli not be able to resume 
studies next year." University 
authorities are aiming to st«t the 
next school year "without any 
troublesome Arabs or leftists,” he 
claimed. 

But the university's academic 
secretary, Yair Magen. told The 
Jerusalem Post yeatmdity that only 
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two students have been suspended 
so far and three others have teen 

given suspensions that mhy still be 
appealed. 

. Rector David WoU last night arid 
that he had rescinded the suspen- 
sion Of three students after they had 
' written to him expressing remorse 
aiid promising not to demonstrate 
a^ain. ’ 

Wolf said that he was not sure 
how many more stndents .had been 
suspended or were to be tried, but 
arid that all students who express- 
ed remorse and vowed not to break 
university regulations would be 
pardoned. - 

According to Magen, the univer- 
sity has decided "to impose order 
on campus and to enable studies to 
continue." He claimed that recent 
■Arab demonstrations — over the 
Issue of the expulsion. of Nablus 
Mayor Bassam Shak'a and over the 
right to demonstrate — were "to a 
. certain degree hindering studies." 
He said that the lack of violence 
between Jews and Arabs on cam- 
pus waa due to the university’s 
swift and firm .reaction to 
demonstrations. 

Noam Kamlner, a leader of the 
left-wing Campus faction at the 
Hebrew University In Jerusalem, 
aaj-d that precisely such a 
"repressive" university attitude . 
was encouraging right-wing 
students to commit violence 
against Arabs in Beersheba. as well 
as to Jerusalem and Haifa. 
Left-wingers and Arabr-at BGU 


recently sent letters to the univer- 
sity's board of governors and. to 
contributors abroad outlining what 
happened on the campus and con- 
demning the university as 
.repressive. Similar letters, design- 
ed to elicit solidarity, have gone, to 
student unions in European and 
American universities. 

Dr. Avl Oz, representing a group 
of 80 Tel Aviv University 
academics who recently condemn- 
ed the hard-line BGU policy, hinted 
that his group might-soon Initiate a 
campaign to isolate and 
academically “excommunicate" 


BGU if It does not desist from its 
present course. 

Is gam Mahul, chairman of the 
national Arab students association, 
and Ibn Barra both dissociated 
themselves from "acts of terror 
from any source", and supported 
“the establishment of a Palestinian 
Arab state side by side with Israel 
and not in its place," 

Both said that while the PLO 
“represented the Palestinian peo- 
ple. Arabs living in Israel must look 
to Israel’s institutions and bodies 
for representation and political ac- 
tion to better their lot."

Children get guidelines 
for summer vacation safety

Warnings not to play In -aban-

Youngsters should not go on Held 
trips unaccompanied by adults, the 
safety guidelines continue, and 
should not enter construction sites 
or abandoned houses. 

The circular, distributed by 
schools, also warns of the danger oft 
electrocution from flying kites near 
electric cables.

Anatomy of unsolved murders in Jerusalem

With last week’s violent deaths of 
two' elderly local women, 
Jerusalem police now have at least 
six unsolved murders In which the 
victims were women and the cause 
of death was strangulation or auf- 

. location. 

During foe past five- years, at 
least four other murders of xniddle- 
.aged or elderly women have been 
-reported to police. No indictments 
^bave been produced. 

I In February 1974, 90-year-old 
‘Erika Gross was found bound and 
^gagged in the t'Asbestonim" 
^quarter. Police pathologists deter- 
>mtoed she died of strangulation and 
^attributed her murder to an 
c-attempted robbery. There were no 
^reports of suspects. 

* In August 1979 , 98-year-old Adella 
j^Saptr was found bound hand and 
'foot. Although she wasn't gagged, 
‘she died of suffocation after the 
- killer placed her face down on her 
;bed. Again police thought robbery 
‘was the original motive. 

In January 1978, East 
£ Jerusalemite Malka Wahrttt, 40,

was found strangled by a belt. At 
first police suspected her husband, 
but he was soon released. Then 
police suspected suicide. But as one 
police officer noted this week, 
"nobody strangles himself to 
death." 

In February 1979, an unidentified 
07-year-old female patient at the 
Eltanlm mental hospital was 
strangled to death by a 22-year-old 
male patient, who was diagnosed as 
schizophrenic. 

Last week, Miriam Giitleson, 98, 
was found In her Beit Hakerem flat 
hound hand and foot and gagged 
with a roll of toilet paper. Less than 
three days later, Brucha Borocbov, 
70, was found hound and gagged 
with some rags in her Bucharan 
Quarter flat at a home for the elder- 
ly. 

Also last week a Jerusalem bar 
owner. Philip “Pinky" Shu lm a n , 
was shot dead by two masked men 
in a robbery attempt at his Tavern 
restaurant after closing hours. 
Police arrested eight suspects and 
kept one in custody- But no charges 
have been brought yet 


It is necessary to go back to 
February 1975 to find a robbery- 
slaying in a shop or business. In 
that month, on Purlm eve, 
Avraham Gindl was the victim of 
what later became known as the 
Purim Prank Murder. Two young 
men, wearing Purim costumes 
and masks, held a gun on the 
Mahaneh Yehuda storekeeper and 
Jater confessed they killed Glndi by 
accident. They said it had all 
started as a prank. 

But while police continue to try to 
make headway in the S hu l man 
case, they are more concerned 
about the slayings of the Borochciv 
and Glttelson women. ’ 

Although police have tried to play 
down foe possibility that a mad 
killer la loose In Jerusalem, taking 
revenge for his own febacure 
reasons on older women, they 
haven’t .discounted this theory 
altogether. 

Police sources confirm that, the 
reason for having foe same person 
head the police unite investigating 
the last two killings is to seek clues 
that could link them.

Harold Trobe, JDC-Israel Director, retires 

Harold Trobe, JDC-Israel director for the past fourteen yean, has 
retired after having served the JDC in various capacities since 1944 
when he was posted to Europe to help organise relief activities for the 
survivors of the Holocaust, and assist them — often via the so called 
“illegal underground" — to reaeba haven in Palestine. 

Trobe came to his position with JDC-Malben in Israel in 1994 when 
Malbea was engaged in an emergency program to assist hundreds of 
thousands of handicapped and aged immigrants who had coxae to the 
Country from Eastern Europe and later from the Moslem dominated 
states. 

During the period that be served as JDC director, JDC transferred 
its Mai ben operations to the authorities, and became JDC-Israel. 
housed at first in temporary quarters in Jerusalem and, as of last 
week; In Its new permanent quarters on JDC Hill near Klryat Ben- 
Gurion, the government ministries compound. 

Under Trobe's leadership, JDC expanded its services to include all 
sectors of foe population. Today, in partnership with other agencies, 
it operates 100 programs for the aged and the physically and mental- 
ly handicapped, community centers and manpower training 
schemes. 

Trobe was recently honored by the Hebrew University, which gave 
him the Paul Baerwald Award tor 2980 far Ms assistance to foe 
University's School of Social Work, established by JDC. 

He was tendered a farewell reception this week by of Labor 

and Social Affairs, Dr, Israel Kate who, referring to Tfeobe’s-passfcm 
for the flute, described him aa a "superb musician" In the field of 
speial betterment. He noted that Trobe had been responsible for foe 
introduction of many health, education and welfare programs, par- 
ticularly for the aged and the handicapped.

Vatican to uphold Capucci pledge

This was stated in the Knesset 
yesterday by Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir, in reply to a 
parliamentary question by Tamar .

However, Shamir said, Capucci is 
now an elected and active member 
of the Palestine National Council 
and is exploiting his status as a man 
of the cloth for anti-Israel ac- 
tivities.

Joseph Kraus (1756-1793) was 
horn in Germany, but he chose 
Sweden for his musical activities. 
He was a contemporary of Mozart, 
hut his songs point to Schubert and 
Beethoven. 

Dag Wlren, born in 1900, writes in 
traditional vein, although he ex- 
plores new vistas of expression. 
Very economical in form and tex- 
ture, the trio made interesting 
listening. 

Shostakovich’s Concertino, 
written for his son Maxim, Is a 
mostly light and witty essay In 
entertaining music, a good vehicle 
for two pianists (and the audience) 
to have fun. The replacement of the 
clarinet by a cello in the Schubert 
Lied Is unconventional, but the per- 
formance Justified the innovation, 
and cellist Erland Malmgren, 
despite his youth, Is already an ex- 
cellent practitioner on his instru- 
ment. 

Soprano Chesne Ryxn&n, another 
Swede by choice — she is originally 
from Australia — is an experienced 
stage personality. Her musical in- 
terpretation did Justice to different 
styles with verve and conviction; 
her voice is rich in volume, plea- 
sant .In timbre, and flexible in ex-

PERSECUTION and pogroms 
aren't the only "push factors” that 
Induce Jews to go on ally a. 

Moral emptiness, slavish 
materialism, confusion about iden- 
tity. cynicism about political 
leaders and the “American 
Dream,” and the cheapening of the 
college degree are awakening som- 
bre second thoughts among a small 
but growing number of young Jews 
In the U.S. 

The “pull” factors” in Israel — 
quality of life, honesty, national 
pride and personal security — may 
be on the decline at present, but this 
hardy group of young people is 
nevertheless committing Itself to 
aliya because, today, "we need 
Israel and Israel needs us." 

Over 1,000 Jews In their 20s and 
early 30s who are “too old for 
Zionist youth movements and too 
young, poor and Zlonistic for the 
UJA" have joined Telem 
fTnu'a Le'zionut Magahima) in the 
past year. 

Although members are required 
to settle here within six years of 
Joining the movement, dozens had 
already arrived last year and 
another 180 are expected to come on 
aliya this year. 

The 80 Telem activists who paid 
their own air fares and expenses for 
a three-week tour of Israel were 
here during last week's sessions of 
the Zionist General Council. 
Though they were only observers, 
their attendance records at the long 
sessions were consistently better 
than the mostly middle-aged 
representatives of Zionist 
federations and organizations, who, 
when out of the Bbiyenel Ha'ooma 
hall, were generally to be found in 
the nearby hotel restaurant or pool. 

"We didn't come to engage in 
politics,” says Rick Fiahbein, the 

21 - year-old Telem chairman from 
Los Angeles who plans to come on 
aliya 'In January. "We came to 
learn the ropes about what's going 
an in the Zionist establishment." 
"It's our movement, too. It doesn't 
belong only to the older people, and 
we- want to change things from the 
inside,” asserts Mark Feldman, a 

22 - year-old business administration 
graduate who was born In New York 
and raised in California. 

FOUNDED In Los Angeles in 1979, 
Telem (the Hebrew acron ym for 
"furrow” or "travelled path” Is • 
non-political, and its sole Ideology is 
Zionism. 

But Its definition of Zionism 
differed sharply from that of moat 
delegates at the Zionist General 
Council who said they were Zionists 
bed^use-fhey supported Israel ' 
financialy and politically. 

‘ ‘ "A 'Zionist;^ says MArk.-ts a Jew 
who comes on aliya with the Inten- 
tion of contributing to the State of 
Israel." 

Their commitment to aliya and 
their personal backgrounds so ink- 
pressed President Yitzhak Navon

when he met them tor two hours at 
Beit Han ass 1 that the president, a 
former chairman of the ZGC, urged 
them to "shake up the attitudes and 
concepts” of the Zionist establish- 
ment In Israel and abroad. 

"There are Zionist organizations 
with heavy machinery and 
presidents and secretaries," said 
Navon “but they don't recognize the 
personal responsibility of their 
words. They are burled under 
layers and years of customs and 
habits.” 

TELEM members come from a 
variety of backgrounds. Some had 
no Jewish education, some attended 
twice-a-week afternoon Hebrew 
schools, a few attended Jewish day 
schools. Most are second or third- 
generation Americans who were 
raised to believe that their past and 
future were in America. Most are 
from middle-class 'families, 
although some are the children of 
wealthy businessmen and 
professionals. A minority took part 
in Jewish youth movement ac- 
tivities, but most had little un- 
derstanding either of Judaism or a 
living Israel.

"A year ago,” says Loretta Lot- 
man, an American writer and Jour- 
nalist. "I was bo assimilated that I 
didn't even know I was. I thought 
diaspora was the name of a pill, and 
that a Zionist was somebody who 
hated Vanessa Redgrave.” 

Then she visited Israel to attend a 
relative's bar-mitzva at the 
Western Wall. "Suddenly. I felt the 
need to be here, to change things 
here,” she said, pointing to her 
heart. 

On her return, she heard of 
Telem, and has decided to come on 
aliya, even though she knows of the 
difficulties involved. 

Shelley fiber, of Toronto, grew up 
in a Jewish neighbourhood, but 
never recaived a- Jewish education. 
"My parents sent me to Israel one 
summer so that I wouldn't J go on a 
planned visit to Africa." Her 
curiosity was awakened, and after 
finding Telem, she began studying 
Zionist ideology. She plana aliya 
this year. 

"Look at American politics and 


American ■ society,” say Pessach 
and Bracha Green, two lawyers who 
Joined Telem and are now studying 
Hebrew on Kibbutz Hazorea. "We 
don’t want Carter and we don’t want 
Reagan. We want Israel, with all its 
problems, at least its ours.” 

"IF YOU want to lead a numb ex 
lstence, America la fine," asserts 
Mark Feldman. "But Israel — why 
it’s younger even than towns around 
Los Angeles. We can change things 
a little, and we want to struggle.” 
Mark, the son of a wealthy 
businessman who owns several 
California hotels, was offered a 
$35,000-a-year job "to start" by his 
father, but he turned It down. After 
two months on an exchange 
programme in Israel, he finished 
college quickly, started an 
Orthodox synagogue in Venice 
California, and went to Israel to in 
vest, with an American immigrant. 
In the Zion Travel Agency in 
Jerusalem. He plans aliya, 
despite his parents’ objections, in 
the spring. 

TELEM MEMBERS today marvel 
at how they have changed over only 
a few years through contact with 
Telem. 

Da nit MaJtover, a 23-year-oldpsy 
chologlst who holds a black belt in 
karate, was ashamed of admitting 
she was Jewish when in college. 

"But I always believed in God, so 
I studied all kinds of religions to see 
what was there.” 

Finally, she decided to look into 
Judaism, discovered its worth, and 
"started making the kitchen as 
kosher as I could at home.” 

' When the Tom Kippur War broke 
out, Arabs on campus at the Univer- 
sity of California at Northrldge 
were outspoken. “Do you really 
think that Israel is your 
homeland?” they asked her. "So I 
took all ray savings and went to 
Israel to find out,” she says. "It 
turned out that it was my 
homeland." 

She married an Israeli she had 
met in California and who had left 
the country after army service, 
brought Mm back to Israel despite 
his fears of finding a place, and 
settled in Haifa. . 

ALTHOUGH they may sound too 
naive to survive in Israeli society, 
they actually are very aware of the 
country’s problems and of the 40 per 
cent (or more) emigration rate of 
American olim. 

Rick's parents regularly bend him 
clippings about the masses of yon- 
dim In California, others that Insist 
“Israel is Just another Jewish com- 
munity,’’ and stories about 
successful American Jews. The 
Telem leader is nnfazed by them. 

"There is no way I can conceive of 
myself living in the gola he ex- 
plains. “But I worry. What it I don’t 
make it here? I'll have no place else 
to go.” 


DAVID DE ROTHSCHILD, 87- 
year-old son of the venerable 
leader-figure of the French Jewish 
community, Guy de Rothschild, has 
come to Israel for the annual 
assembly of the Jewish Agency. He 
denies indignantly insinuations that 
his participation reflects 
differences with hJs father over the 
Zionist issue. 

Guy was recently Involved In a 
controversy with a new grouping in 
France -called Renouveau Sionlste, 
which accused the ruling Jewish es- 
tablishment of kow-towing to the 
French authorities Instead of 
fighting for Israel's interests tooth 
and nail. 

.David considers this extremism 
a form of mischief-making. He sup- 
ports the conservative view. 
"There are no basic differences 
between my father and myself over 
Jewish affairs,” he says. "He heads 
the Fond Social Juif UniflA, and I 
am its treasurer.” 

He is manifestly proud of the 
Franco-Jewish community to 
wMch he belongs. It has now grown 
to 700,000 in number, thanks to the 
inflow from North Africa. It is un- 
ited, he says, in its unstinting sup- 
port for Israel. "The children are 
more Jewish than the parents. 
Assimilated families are returning 
to the fold, giving money to the 
UJA, visiting Israel, taking part in 
Project Renewal. 

"A sample check of 9,600 donors 
has revealed an Increase In the - 
funds contributed tor Israel of 24.6 
per cent over last year. This Is 
despite the present climate of 
.economic recession. 

"The desire to bring up children 
in Jewish schools (Instead of sen- 
ding them for a few hours a week to 
Hebrew classes) has grown so 
much that the Jewish Agency and 
the Fond Social have launched a 
special project for extending the ac- 
commodation. As new classes are 
opened, they get filled, ” he notes.

"SUPPORT for. Israel comes from 
non-Jews, too, despite traditions of 
anti-Semitism in France, 
manifested as recently as during 
World War IL The achievement of 
Israel's statehood won many 
hearts. '■ 

"When the celebrated ‘12- Hours 
for Israel' mass demonstration 
took place in Paris on April 27, and 
190.000 people turned np to cheer for 
Israel, we Rothschilds welcomed 
the event. What we do not like is the 
attempt by a small group to give, 
this spontaneous burst of emotion a 
political slant — to create a Jewish 
lobby, a Jewish vote, a Jewish enti- 
ty separate from the French entity.

“That would be a mistake of 
historic proportions. It would split 
the Jewish community, which is at 
present united in its support, of 
Israel. It would antagonize Israel’s 
non-Jewlsh friends. It would cause 
an anti-Israel backlash inside the 
French administration. 

"What works In America does not. 
necessarily work in other countries. 
When people vote in the French 
elections, they are expected to 
make a judgment on all the Issues 
at stake. Including — It should be 
said — their approval or disap- 
proval of the government's policy 
towards IsraeL 


"But they are not supposed to 
vote on the Israel Issue alone.” 

David de Rothschild 
acknowledges that the official 
French stand on the Middle East 
problem has tended to be negative 
since the days of De Gaulle. 
However: "We did not just breathe 
our disapproval in the salons, we 
made a public outcry over Arafat's 
visit to Paris, over President 
Glscard’s comments during Ills 
Middle East trip.” 

Guy's cousin Alain heads the 
CRIF (Conseil Represents tif den 
Israelites de France). The 
Rothschilds are the spokesmen of 
French Jewry, and they are on 
Israel's side, David .stresses. 

"One of the purposes of my visit 
la to make sure that the situation is 
- seen in Its proper perspective, and 
to prevent sensationalists .from 
damaging the excellent spirit of 
cooperation that exists between the 
Jewish Agency and the official in 
stitutions of the Jewish community 
in France." 

As a scion of the young 
Rothschild generation, David has 
already stepped into the positions of 
power. He Is chief executive of the 
Rothschild Bank, running it jointly 
with Ms cousin Nathanel, who is Eli 
de Rothschild's son, and husband of 
a xabra — "Mocca” Llmon’s 
daughter NilL 

A family man and a father of two 
daughters, David de 1 Rothschild 
devotes part of each weekend to Ms 
duties as mayor of Pont l’Evgque, a 
village of 4,000 Inhabitants famous 
for its cheeses.

At Ramot Plastics, in RIahon Le- 
ri on, Dr. Moshe Fromm er noted 
that the f» waning touches were be- 
ing put on a artificial protable 
kidney, which would release those 
needing dialysis two or three times 
a week from being tied to hospitals, 
so they could travel freely. Ramot 
Plastics needed at least flm. over 
the next two years to bring this 
project to full fruition (it had 
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already undergone clinical tests)' 
and -to market it abroad. The firm, 
also makes desalinating equlp- 
- ment. 

At Laser Industries, in Tel Aviv, 
managing director David Meridor 
noted that hia company had already 
“conquered” one third of the world 
market with its Sharplan surgical 
laser, 

. Laser Industries exported goods 
valued at $2. ten., in 1979/80, and 
would -export between $4. 5m. and 
$5.5 m. this year. Two American 
companies, Locke Technology and 
Sciaky Bros., were investing $6m. 
over the next three years in a com- 
pany called Metalworking Laser 
International, which had been set

At Ormat Turbines, which was 
rim by the. husband-and-wlle team 
of Yehuda and Yehudit Bronicki, 
plans were, going ahead to further 
develop their unique type of “non- 
maintenance— turbines L ” which 
were being used around the world. 
They are even used by the Alaska 
oil pipe line and other pipe lines, to 
provide power in outlying areas to 
regulate valves. 

Haim Hershman, head of 
development at Ormat, said that 
the company needed huge quan- 
tities of development funds. At pre- 
sent, some 30 per cent of turnover 
was being ploughed back into R A 
D. Exports were about $8m. a year. 
(There is almost no local market.) 

Aklva Mayer, head of Electro- 
Optics, in Rehovot, pointed out that 
a small plant, started a few years 
ago. had a turnover of 322m. (of 
which 28 per cent was in exports) in 
1979, and this year exports would 
rise to $28m. (35 per cent exports). 

' “Exporting products based on 
local RADtea matter of cause and 
effect,” he stressed.

Industrial exports show 
significant decline 


Negev pipeline cost ISlOOm. 


Exports In the first five months of 
the year were 32,217m., compared 
with $l,745m. in the same period 
last year, according to provisional 
data released yesterday by the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics. 

. This represents a 27 per cent in- 
crease, in current values, over last 
year. Industrial exports, excluding 
diamonds, were 33 per cent higher 
than in January-May 2979, diamond 
exports rose by 23 per cent, and 
agricultural exports — by 15 per 
cent. 

However, when the results for 
January-May 1980 are compared 
with those of the preceding five 
months, August-December 1979, in- 
dustrial exports, excluding 


diamonds, have fallen by 2.4 per 
cent, from 31,206m. to $1 ,177.5m. 
T akin g account of the fall in the 
value of the U.S. dollar, in terms of 
which exports are recorded, there 
has been a significant decline In 
real terms. 

The seasonally adjusted data 
show that the monthly average of 
industrial exports In April and May 
was ll per cent lower — again in 
current values — than In the first 
three months of the year. 

The data for total commodity ex- 
ports show, on a seasonally ad- 
justed basis, a 9 per cent Increase 
over April, but a 2 per cent fall com- 
pared with the monthly average of 
the first quarter of the year.

HAIFA. — Imports through the 
port, here have been falling at an 
accelerated pace In recent months, 
port manager Moshe Haral said 
this week. 

In the 12 months ending March 31, 
1980, Imports were down by 8 per 
cent, to 4.1m. tons, but In April and 
May, the fall became steeper and 
amounted to 40 per cent, below last 
year’s level. 

The fall in the previous fiscal 
year was largely due to a decline in 
grain imports. 

All the same, the port ended the 
fiscal year with a budget surplus of 
m.78m. t nearly all of it earned 
before January, when imports 
started dropping sharply. 

The surplus was earned by 
greater labour productivity 
and rising exports, Haral ex- 
plained. The labour force had been 
reduced by 300, to 1,530, while out- 
put had risen by 6.2 per cent. The 
port had handled a total of nearly 
6m. tons, including grain, but ex- 
cluding fuels. 

“We handled a record number of 
over 28,000 container units, each of 
which Is 20 ft. long. But what the 
financial results will be this year 
when imports are low, is hard to 
foretell." Work in the port h** been 
I shrinking faster than the economy. 

| Exports are not rising fast enough 
to offset the drop of Imports,” 
Haral said. 

Re noted with satisfaction a 
gradual transition in the method of 
citrus shipping, from wooden or 
cardboard crates to bulk shipment 
in containers and trailers, which 


this year accounted for the 
equivalent of 3.5m. crates. This 
amounts to 14 per cent of all the 
fruit that passed through the port, 
.and was one of the factors saving 
manpower. 

The number of work gangs handl- 
ing cargo had gone (town from an 
average of 34 a day in 1978/79 to 32 
this year. 

The number of passengers arriv- 
ing and leaving rose by nearly 7 per 
cent, to almost 260,000. They 
benefited from the new passenger 
terminal, which was completed last 
year after a delay of about 25 years. 

Answering newsmen's questions 
Haral said that the share of Haifa 
port in the country's foreign trade 
was declining because Asbdod port 
was handling a sharply rising 
volume of mineral exports. This 
consisted mainly of phosphates 
from the Negev, while Haifa'u 
specialty, grain and fodder im- 
ports. had fallen by 2 per cent - 

He noted with regret that the 
Ashdod city council had been 
prepared to handle coal imports, 
while Haifa vehemently rejected 
the idea. If energy-intensive in- 
dustries, such as the Neaheir ce- 
ment plant, would shift from oil- to 
coal -burning, Imported coaA. un- 
loaded at the Hadera jetty, might 
have to be moved through Haifa. 
Had Haifa been chosen for 'landing 
coal, the investments bene would 
have spurred port development 
altogether, Haral said. 

Haifa port will specialise In con- 
tainer handling. The new container 
terminal will be ready foir service In 
1983, but construction speed can be 
adjusted to the economic trend. 


Several unions displeased 
by Histadrut wage pact

Thus, since 
1975 the ratio of the banks' assets to 
the gross national product has 
grown steadily,' from 1.25 in 1975 to 
1.9 last year. Another indicator Is 
the number of deposits per capita, 
which rose from 191.4 in 1975 to 
315.8 in 1979. 

The only indicator that has 
declined In recent years is the rate 
of Increase In the number of loans 
— from an annual Increase of 22.8 
per cent in 1970 to a rise of no more 
than 4.8 per cent last year. 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Figures for tax revenues in April- 
June published yesterday show that 
the shortfall is 35 per cent, in real 
terms, compared with last year. 

Tre as ury officials are concerned 
about the big decline in revenue and 
yesterday held anxious con- 
sultations. They fear that this 
year’s budget deficit may reach the 
staggering figure of ISlOb. 


Total tax revenue id toe first 
quarter of the fiscal year amounted 
to IS8.73b. instead of some ISlflb., 
had it kept pace with inflation. 

While inflation between April and 
June this year has been 130 per 
cent, the customs administration, 
which Is also responsible tor the 
collection of value added tax, 
collected only 59 per cent more, in 
current value, than last year. 

The lag in revenue from Indirect 
taxes — customs duties, purchase 


and value added tax has been 
perceptible for some months. It has 
been explained by the Treasury as 
largely resulting from a decline In 
hlgh-duty Imports and the slow- 
down in domestic sales. 

However, it now emerges that 
there has also been a 15 per cent 
shortfall in income tax revenue. 
The Treasury collected, ln a the April 
to June period ISlJJSb. in Income 
taxes, compared with seme 15800m. 
in toe same period last year. This Is 
a nominal Increase of 88 per cent. 

State Revenue Commissioner 
Uriel Linn explained the lag in in- 
come tax revenue as resulting from 
the postponement of the final date 
for filing tax statements from toe 
end of June to the end of July. 

Last month, however, there was 
an increase In the collection of 
value added tax, which ’ probably 
reflects a revival of domestic com- 
mercial activity.

The Treasury has requested the 
banks to Instruct their Investment 
counsellors not only not to offer ' 
such schemes to elderly people, but 
also to warn them that these are not 
liquid forms of savings.

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A cloud with a silver lining 

SUDDENLY, largely because tie Jewish Agency Assembly has 
been meeting in Jerusalem this week. Project Renewal is the 
talk of the town again. The consensus of Informed opinion seems 
to be that it has so far been a dismal disappointment. 

In pail the failure may have been due to the grandiose dimen- 
sion of Mr. Begin’s original plan, unveiled in the heady days of 
summer 1977. It called on Diaspora Jewry to make an extra ef- 
fort to raise 01.85 billion over the next four years to finance the 
building of decent new homes for 45,000 families then living Jzx 
slum conditions. 

Most —in fact, nearly all — of those families are still living in 
slum conditions. Arguably, they are now even worse off, 
because in -the meantime their numbers have naturally in- 
creased, while the floor Bp ace available to them has not been ex- 
panded. At the same time, their expectations have shot sky 
high. 

Ihe frustrations stemming from their unrealised hopes have 
lately erupted in a series of “Ohel Moreh’* squatting 
demonstrations in Jerusalem and elsewhere. 

When Project Renewal was first floated, at the Israel Bonds 
conference three years ago, it was maCh easier, of course, to 
broach extravagant programmes of social betterment than it is 
today. Mr. Ehrlich, the then finance minister, gave his personal 
blessing to Project Renewal: he was then pregnant with the 
great Idea of an economic turnabout that would soon convert 
Israel Into a Middle Eastern version of Switzerland. 

-Two years later his successor as finance minister, Mr. Hur- 
vitz. proposed to freeze Project Renewal which is financed by 
Jews abroad, on the spurious ground that it was a major con- 
tributor to inflation. 

Rising to that occasion. Deputy Premier Yadin threatened to 1 
resign in protest. The project has been very dear to Mr. Yadin’a 
heart: he is in overall charge of its administration, and has 
parliamentary responsibility for it. His intentions have been no- 
ble, but he has lacked clout to cut through the tangle of 
bureaucratic fiefdoms, part Agency and part governmental, 
that have almost translated renewal into regression. 

The country’s “chaotic” bureaucracy was held up as the 
villain of the drama by Mayor KoUek, in hie attempt to explain 
to a group ol American donors from three U.S. cities last week 
why the funds their communities had supplied had not been put 
to any demonstrably good use in the three Jerusalem 
neighbourhoods designated as beneficiaries, 

Mr. Kollek later took Ms words back. But at the Jewish Agen- 
cy assembly his sentiment was echoed, in even more despairing 
terms, by Geneva mlUion&ire Nesaim Gaon, on whom Mr. Begin 
in no small measure has been banking for the success of the en- 
tire enterprise. 

Yet even if Project Renewed is eventually pronounced a 
hopeless failure, it will have left a worthy legacy. 

In the first place. It has established a precedent by involving 
the pw^Ie^iWrfleig^ directly in the process of plan- 

ning their own future and deciding on the polarities of their own 
lives. Thus there is no kngfer any quBStibn that, to the people 
concerned, housing in Itself Is (contrary to Mr. Begin's original 
assumption} a lower priority, than social services (such as 
libraries, community centres, tutoring programmes) that make 
life livable and keep crime out. 

Secondly, the project has helped forge direct links between 
Diaspora fund-raisers and donors, even to the consternation of 
am! f-T\ ( government offidala on the national and locallevel, who wish to 

L Al I i * - i run the show all by themselves and keep all the credit. (Some 

Labourites, among these officials, have evidently persuaded 
Mr. Peres that such contacts should be reduced “to a 
minimum.” He himself should urgently reconsider their ad- 
vice.) 

Finally, Project Renewal has offered the first glimpse of 
genuine social planning combined with participatory 
democracy In this country. 
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THE MEMBER STATES of the 
European community,, assembled 
In Venice, gave Israel sage advice 
last month. But like Polonlus In his 
dissertation to . Laertes, they are 
stronger on pious resolutions than 
on practical tips about how to get 
■- these prescriptions applied. 

“The Palestinian people," they 
counsel, “must be placed In a posi- 
tion to exercise folly its right of self- 
determination." 

Moat Israelis wtn agree with this 
phraseology, though not with the in- 
terpretation placed .upon it In 
Venice. Official spokesmen will not 
say that aloud, admittedly. The 
Venice powers- have nine am- 
bassadors on the spot who ought to 
be able to tell them why. 

When beads- of government want 
to pontificate about external af- 
fairs, they should give thought to 
the timing. Israel Is In the midst of 
negotiations with Egypt.. The stated 
positions of both aides are bargain- 
ing positions. They are obviously 
not the last word; If they were, dis- 
cussions- would have been aban-^ 
doned long ago. 

WHAT THEN are the long-range 
objectives, the ultimate com- 
promises that Israel will be ready 
to accept, provided the other side 
accepts them too? They are not a 
deep-burled secret, inaccessible to 
the Europeans. The above- 
mentioned ambassadors only have 
to read the newspapers' and listen to 
the politicians. . 

The 60 Knesset members who 
supported the Begin coalition In last 
Monday's vote of no confidence In- 
clude several factions that do not 
subscribe to the axiom, of a Greater 
Israel. Some have 'stated openly 
that they would be prepared to con- 
sider a change of borders; and this 
Jb without mentioning the 54 opposi- 
tion members who voted against 
the government, or the three who 
abstained. 

Israel has made it clear during 
the 13 years of its administration of 
the West Bank and Gosa that it does 
not want to keep the one million 
Arabs there under Israeli rule. Had 
‘ It thought otherwise, It would have 
annexed the territories in 1967, as It 
annexed Jerusalem. 

It refrained from doing that 
because, to use Eshkol’s colourful 
phrase, tw« marriage of territories 
comprises a dowry which Israel

cannot accept: the Arab popula- 
tion. 

It became plain from the begin- 
ning that the territory and its In- 
habitants are Inseparable. If Israel 
will not rule the people, it cannot 
possess the land. There are various 
ways of settling the matter — by 
negotiating a new boundary, which- 
should place the Palestinians out- 
side the area of Israeli jurisdiction; 
or by giving them autonomy for five 
years and then negotiating a final 


Iraq and Iran.' To give them control 
of Palestine would be to Install tile 
radicalism of Gaddafi and 
Khomeini on Israel’s doorstep. 
That can scarcely be of service to 
Western interests. 

Israel does not, repeat not, deny 
the Palestinian people Its right of 
self-determination. It wants those 
rights embodied In the existing and 
solidly based Palestinian- Jordan 
entity, not in a new and separate 
enclave of gun-toting 


these settlements an obstacle to 
peace is not only putting the cart 
before the horse, it also begs the 
question: what settlements are 
redundant? Does the ban Include 
those established by the previous 
Labour governments? 

If it does, what is Israel supposed 
to do about ft — dismantle the 
villages in Gush Etzlon? Evacuate 
Kiryat Arba? Chase the Jewish 
farmers out of the Jordan Valley?

solution. 

These- matters are on the agenda 
of the talks going on with Sadat. 
They could be under discussion 
with v Jordan and the Palestinians. 
The Camp David agreements, 
which carry Men ahem Begin's' 
signature, state explicitly that 
“Egypt. Israel, Jordan and the 
representatives of the Palestinian 
people should participate In 
negotiations on the resolution of the 
Palestinian problem in all Its 
aspects.” 

The hold-up is that the Jor- 
danians and frhw Palestinians will 
not talk; they have sent the Israelis 
to Coventry. Why are they 
obstreperous? This bring us to the 
second demand In the Venice 
resolution. The PLO “will have to 
be associated with the' 
negotiations.” The Arabs require 
that the PLO do the talking, that It 
take over the West Bank and Gaza, 
not anybody else. 

Because Israel will not agree to 
that, it. is accused of ignoring the 
legitimate rights of the 
Palestinians — an argumentative 
trick which Is misleading, to put it 
mildly. 

The Arab world divides in two: 
the pro-Western states and the re- 
jectlonlst states. The PLO is a 
member of the rejectionlst group, 
together with Algeria, Libya . Syria, 


'revolutionaries under Arafat, 
Habash and Hawatme. 

Every Israeli knows that the es- 
tablishment of such a PLO mint- 
state west of the Jordan could not 
logically he anything other than 
Stage One in “the liquidation of 
Israel as -a historic necessity." 

Undeterred, the Venice delegates 
urge Israel to “put an end to the 
territorial occupation which it has 
maintained since the conflict of 
1967.” Fine again; but how can that 
be done if the Arabs who are sup- 
posed to take river the areas In 
question will not sit down at the 
bargaining table — neither those 
that Israel approves as negotiating 
partners, nor the FLO that It does 
not? 

The Nine “are deeply convinced 
that the Israeli settlements con- 
stitute a serious obstacle to the 
peace process In the Middle East.” 
The serious obstacle to the peace 
process Is that the Arabs will not 
negotiate with Israel. The Israeli 
settlements are a result, not a 
cause, of the failure to negotiate. 
What the Nine should be saying to 
the Arabs is: negotiate with the 
Israelis — in order to prevent the 
creatlbn of further Jewish 
settlements. 

V 

IT IS EASIER to preach at the 
Israelis than at the Arabs.. Calling 


settlements wOl have to be sacrific- 
ed in the course of peace-making. 
But others are there for a good 
reason, which must be considered. 
By making facile generalizations, 
the Nine Ignore problems that exist 
on the ground. 

The Common Market countries 
see themselves as fair-minded and 
reasonable. Nevertheless, their 
desire to placate the Arabs at all 
costs jerks them off the Impartial 
middle way. Thus: “The Nine 
stress that they will not accept any 
unilateral initiative designed to 
change the status of Jerusalem." 

If they mean they would like 
agreement to be sought with the 
Arabs on any changes In 
Jerusalem, the Israelis can offer a 
cordial amen to that. But If they are 
saying that they give the Arabs a 
right of veto on all change, 
regardless of the rights and wrongs 
of the case, then they cannot claim 
to be disinterested or objective. 

It the Arabs demand a restora- 
tion of the Jewish Quarter and the 
Western Wall to Arab rule, with 
freedom to destroy synagogues and 
defile cemeteries as they did in 
1948-87, are the Europeans stating 
that they will support this claim, 
regardless of Jewish sentiments? 
Have the Arabs all the rights in the 
Holy City, and the Israelis none? 

THE NINE can legitimately point 


to observations made by Prime 
Minister Begin, which cast doubt on 
Israel's good intentions. He has 
declared that sovereignty-over the 
territories roust remain In Israel's 
hands,' and that the status of 
Jerusalem, as fixed by the Israelis, 
Is not subject to review. 

These statements represent 
Begin's bargaining position. They 
do not represent Israel's final 
stand. It Is time to give the nine 
oldest democracies in the world a 
lecture on the mechanics of 
democracy. 

Under discussion are the policies 
of Israel, not the policies of Begin, 
The premier's extremist views are 
supported by a quarter of -the 
Knesset at the most. He is allowed 
to utter them on behalf of the 
government he beads because (as 
he never tires of pointing out) there 
is no alternative. The all-orqxothlng 
posture pf the Arabs eliminates all 
other options. 

But suppose, just suppose that 
one fine day King Hussein should 
wake up In a good humour and offer 
to negotiate a new boundary 
between Jordan and Israel in accor- 
dance with UN Resolution 242; and 
suppose that Begin said “no”. 

He would be out on his ear in 24 
hours. It Is possible to list the 
Knesset members who would drop 
their support of him la order to grab 
the opportunity of. dismantling the 
barrier , of hostility that separates 
Israel from its neighbours - 
The Nine should have addressed 
at least one of their recommen- 
dations to Arabs like Hussein, urg- 
ing them to talk, as Sadat has been 
talking. The Arab side would not 
have to accept the terms Israel 
offered, It would be free to break off 
the discussions If they were found to 
lead nowhere. Agreeing to talk in- 
volves no risks. 

But It does show goodwill. It Is 
impossible to settle issues that in- 
volve Israel's security and sur- 
vival, that affect territories with • 
which the Jews have a historic 
association, and that require the 
termination of their government of 
those territories (which has lasted 
almost as long as Jordan's ad- 
ministration of them before 1967) , if 
the Arabs refuse to deal with the 
Israelis or exchange a word with 
them. 

Was that point not worth men- 
tioning just once in the Venice 
declaration? 


Reagan’s firm commitment to Israel Dry Bones 
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THE MYOCARDIAL infarction that has this week visited 
Premier Begin for the third time in a little over three years will 
not, os has been aU too readfiy assumed in some-quarters, im- 
mobilize the government. It will for the most part only grant 
legitimacy to the existing immobility. 

This is bad enough in itself. With Mr. Begin at his desk there 
was at least a chance that some necessary decisions, notably in 
foreign affairs, would In fact be taken. For the next two months, 
during which the premier is to be confined to the hospital room 
or to his home, there Is hot even an off chance. Fresh initiatives 
will In all likelihood only be coining from the likes of MK Geula 
Cohen. 

Always a favourite Israeli tactic, marking time has become, 
in the present administration, a regular pastime. Flans are 
devised only to be shelved, and when they are produced they are 
not meant as opening gambits in negotiations, but as inflexible 
positions. The actual process of negotiation Is just treading 
water, if only possible. 

This is hot always possible, - and aimless momentum 
sometimes does turn into genuine ‘movement — under pressure 
from the outside. This may now happen again. 

The official assumption, both In Jerusalem and in Cairo, has 
been that the order of this simmer of the American presidential 
elections will be to sit and wait — for the November results. But 
Washington, perhaps for President Carter’s own reasons, is not 
cooperating. Itls not even certain as yet that Mr. Begin’s illness 
will put a crimp in America's urgent plana. 

If Mr. Carter is re-elected, the loss of this summer will not be 
seen as any gain for Israel. But on the evidence of the past it 
may be doubted whether Israel will profit much from doing 
nothing — and staying immobile — while waiting for . Mr. 
Jtojuran, Presidents do not behave like candi d ates.

General Alexander Haig would 
probably be Ronald Reagan's 
choice as secretary of state — and 
he “would be wonderful,'’ accor- 
ding to Maas Fisher, the chairman 
of the Jewish Agency board of 
governors who is a -leading 
Republican supporter and fund- 
raiser. 

Reagan, says Fisher, la “much 
mbre moderate than he Is 
perceived,” and his commitment to 
Israel-ls firmly based on Ms assess- 
ment of Israel's Importance to the 
U.S. as a reliable ally in a vital 
strategic area.' 

Fisher, an oil Industrialist, will be 
“host" to the Republican national 
convention this summer In his 
home town, Detroit.' 

His own first preference for the 
presidential nomination was 
former president Gerald Ford; but 
now, after three' lengthy private 
meetings with Reagan, be says he 
can enthusiastically endorse and 
support the former California 
governor. 

Those three conve r sation, two in 
California and one in Detroit, focus- 
ed chiefly on Israel, and Fisher 
found Reagan deeply appreciative 
of Israel’s reliability as the only 
stable democracy in the Middle 
East. This kind of support for Israel 
— rooted in American interests — is 
preferable, in Fisher’s view, to a 
pro-Israel attitude based solely on 
“sentimental” or electoral con- 
si derations. - 

An America led by Reagan, 
moreover, would be a much 


stronger and more convincing 
America in the international arena 
. — and thus an America that Israel 
could more safely rely on. 

G eh. Haig, who served as Henry 
Kissinger's depgty on the National 
Security Council, and later as 
President Nixon's chief of staff at 
the White House, “has always been 
one of our great friends," Fisher 
asserts. 

Fisher held consultative posts in 
the Nixon and Ford administrations 
(and was considered a Don- 
diplomatic conduit between 
Washington and Jerusalem). He 
came to know Haig well during 
those years and esteems him 
highly. 

Haig later served as commander- 
in-chief of NATO, and he con- 
sidered putting forward his own 
candidacy for the Republican 
nomination during last year. 

For vice-president, Fisher Is hop- 
tag Reagan will pick a man who will 
provide "balance" for the 
Republican ticket — a man like 
George Bush or Senator Howard 
Baker, "who Is seen a a more 
moderate and would win votes in 
the East.” Fisher's preference 
seems to be Bush. 

Fisher is certain that there will 
be a significant shift in traditionally 
pro-Democrat voting trends among 
the U.S. Jewish community this 
time. President Carter, he says, la 
seen as honest and well-meaning, 
but as “flip-flopping;" in foreign 
policy and as a president who has 


failed to bolster America’s standing, 
in the world. 

But while he feels that “Reagan 
would be much better for Israel,” 
he strongly warns the Israel 
government cot to tread water In 
tiie autonomy talks in anticipation 
of Reagan being elected and things 
becoming "better.” Israel, says 
Fisher, should pursue the 
peacemaking entirely without 
regard to the U.S. electoral 
process. To bet on Reagan and lose 
would inevitably condemn Israel- 
U.S. relations to a desperate 
downswing during Carter's second 
term. 

In Jerusalem this past fortnight 
for meetings of the Jewish Agency, 
Fisher has come out strongly. In 
speeches and media interviews, 
against the party-political struc- 
ture of the World Zionist Organiza- 
tion, which he considers 
anachronistic. Invited to address 
the Zionist - General Council last 
we eft , he urged the Zionists to 
“restructure and transform" the 
WZO so that It "reflects preseat- 
' day Jewish realities.” 

The party structure, he charged, 
had led to "good men — men of ex- 
cellence — being excluded from key 
Jewish Agency posts because they 
are from the wrong party." (Under 
the “reconstitution” of the Jewish 
Agency, undertaken In 1970, the 
WZO appoints SO per cent of agency 
posts and the UJA and UIA the 
other 50 per cent. But In the agency 
Executive the re is a slight 
preponderance of WZO people, and 
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the heads of department are almost 
all WZO nominees.) 

Looking/ back over the decade 
since 1970, Fisher says much 
progress has been made towards 


streamlining the agency, rooting 
out inefficiency and combating the 
effects of the party structure. “But 
It is now time for a new leap 
forward.” he says.

Sir, — I strongly protest against 
the tendency of reactivating and 
legitimating the Yiddish language 
{June 22). If President Navon feels 
that Hebrew Is already so strongly 
established that It has nothing to 
fear, he is mistaken. 

A language is more than a 
mechanical means of communica- 
tion. It Is not a question of en- 
dangering the Hebrew language, 
but of endangering the Hebrew 
culture, which is one of the greatest 
achievements of Zionism and its 
revolutionary revival of the nation 
— ■ a revival which, after all, is still 
in its infancy. This revolution has 
definitely come under growing at- 
tack by creeping encroachment on 
its fundamental beliefs- and aims. 
Symptomatically, the last years 
have witnessed a trend to equalize 
Israel and the Galut, especially the 
N orth- American Galut 

Moreover, reactivating and 
legitimating Yiddish means 
deepening the gulf between 


Ashkenazim and Sephardim In- 
stead of bridging it. It was and must 
be the aim of Zionism and Its 
cultural, social and political 
leadership in Israel to create over 
the next generations a 
homogeneous (not monolithic) 
society, based on the Hebrew 
language, Its cultural 
achievements, and its cultural 
heritage. 

It must be stressed that Yiddish, 
with all Its powers of expression 
and its emotional content tor East 
European Jews, is also the carrier 
of a Galut philosophy of life which 
Zionism wanted to overcome 
through the revolutionary rebirth of 
the nation. 

Legitimating Yiddish will not be 
neutralized by encouraging Ladino 
or any other language spoken by 
Jewish communities In the Galut. It 
would only lead to the cultural 
atomization of Israel's society In- 
stead of a much needed 
homogenization.
